Summary of reasons 
for classification: 


The DVD entitled Latin Extreme 2 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD is an adult sex publication intended for the arousal of heterosexual men. It contains a 
feature, several trailers for similar DVDs, two bonus scenes, and a number of still photos taken 
from the feature. The feature has a high extent of conduct which strongly degrades, dehumanises 
and demeans women and which represents them as being inferior to men. It encourages viewers 
to be aroused by men having sex with women while treating them with hostility, aggression and 
contempt. The DVD is likely to encourage viewers to develop aggressive and misogynistic 
attitudes to women, sex and intimate relationships. 

The availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. Consideration has 
been given as to whether the publication would receive a classification other than objectionable if 
excisions were made. However, given the pervasiveness of the problematic material on this DVD, 
excisions are considered impractical in this case. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression as set out in section 
14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This decision is prescribed bylaw, however, and 
represents the minimum interference with the freedom of expression consistent with preventing 
likely injury to the public good. The decision is, therefore, demonstrably justified in any free and 
democratic society. 
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
